must be done. It is necessary, however, to 
call the attention of the commissioners anu 
the city council to the fact, that if the at- 
tempt is made to take up the macadam on the 
streets, as indifferent asit is, and replace it 
with Belgian blocks, before our main thoroughe- 
fares are made passable in the winter, it will 
result in much bother and litigation. 

An owner of property on Whitehall street 
saysin this connection: “If the street*com- 
missioners attempt to take up the macadam 
on Whitehall and put down 
the Belgian pavement before 
the main streets of the city aremacadamized. 
I will file a bill alleging facts that will per- 
petually restrain this commission from doing 
it. Ihave consulted an atiorney and am 
advised that I have a geod case.’’ If it is true, 
and we have no means of ascertaining 
whether it is true or not, that it is the pur- 
pose of the street commission to take the 

-money that ought to be expended in macad- 
amizing our main thoroughfares, to put 
down Belgian pavements, as is suggested by 
this correspondent, then it will certainly 
meet with decided and determined opposi- 
tion; and it ought to.’ 

There is no excuse for it, and _ it 
cannot be successfully defended. We are in 


- favor of putting Belgian pavements on White- 


hall street and other streets just as soon as our 
main thoroughfares are made passable in win- 
ter. Tie main streets of this city as they 
stand to-day are utterly useless to ourcitizens, 
We can travel over Whitehall where itis now 
macadamized, but Marietta, Decatur, Peters, 
McDonough and Hunter streets are worse 
than any country road in the county, and are 
simply disgraceful. They can be fixed, and 


will be if the commission will expend the 


money they have in hand judiciously. 

A man with a half grain of common sense 
ean tell which streets need macadamizing in 
this city, and if the money is spent in taking 
up rock to put down a different kind because 


_ they are considered simply better, when all 


our main thoroughfares except one are knee- 
deep in mud every winter, it will show one 
of two things: that our commissioners do not 
understand their duty, or that there is some- 
thing more than the good of the citizens at 
the bottom of it.

MANUFACTURES HERE AND 
WHERE. 


The latest bulletin from the census office 
gives us some general figures relating toman- 
ufactures, that are of general interest. We 
learn from this bulletin that Georgia had in 
4880—she has more now—manufacturing es- 
tablishments to the number of 3,593. We 
are outranked in the cotton belt only by Vir- 
ginia, which has 5,710 factories, by North 
Carolina, which has 3,802, and by Tennessee's 
4,326. Georgia is, therefore, the fourth 
southern state in the number of manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

Ip the amount of capital employed in mang’

outranked only by Virginia. We give the 


figures of the leading southern states in this 
respect: Virginia, $26,968,990; Georgia, $20,- 
672,410; Tennessee, $20,002,815; North Caro- 
lina, $13,045,639; South Carolina, $11,205,894, 
and Alabama, $9,668,008. 

Georgia is also the second state in the 
amount of money paid to employes. 
Virginia leads off with $7,425,261, followed 
by Georgia with $5,266,152; Tennessee 
with $5,254,775, and North Carolina with $2,- 
740,768. The Georgia mills gave employment 
in 1880 to 18,937 males, 3,619 females, and 
2,319 children. 

The Georgia factories took raw materials to 
the value of $24,143,939, and turned them into 
products worth in the market $36,440,948. ] n 
other words, the net value of the mills in 
1880 to our people was a little over $12,000,0 00 
This money did not all go into the pockets of 
the manufacturers, but nearly all of it did go 
into the pockets of the people of the state. 
Over five millions of the twelve millions 
was paid, as we have stated, to the employes 
of the mills. The remaining seven millions 
represent repairs, fuel, miscellaneous eX 
penses, and dividends; and if the annual dis- 
bursement of these mills were to be suddenly 
stopped, there would scarcely be a person in 
the state who would not feel the change, 
whether the cause of it was understood or

ASOLUTION UF THE TRANSPORTATION 

PROBLEM. 

Th¢ Charleston News and Courier, alluding 
to the fecent visit of the South Carolina rail- 
road commissioners to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of consu.ting with the Georgia beard, 
says it is probable that ‘‘this conference has a 
deeper meaning than is commonly supposed. 
It doesn’t mean merely that the South Caro- 
lina commissioners desire to know what the 
Georgia commissioners have done, and how 
they have done it, but it means that Georgia 
and South Carolina ure disposed to co-operate 
in railroad matters so thatthe two states, by 
common action, shall have absolute control 
under the law of the lines of the railroads in 
the two states.’’ To this our Charleston con- 
temporary adds: 

It is difficult tosay at this moment how far the 
railroad commissioners of one state can affect by 
their action the charges upon so much of a line of 
railroad as is outside of the borders of that state,and 
it is argued, for this reason, that no complete con- 
trol of the railroads can be given by any other leg: 
islation than that of the United States in congress. 
but it is evident that, where railroads begin and 
end within two states, and the authorities of those 
states, under the law, act together for the common 
benefitof the people of those states, tney have, as 
regards such railreads, every power and authority 
that congress could give them. The railr ed com- 
panies, we think, are disposed tu appreciate this 
salient fact. They will listen to reason, when they 
understand that the public have some rights that 
corporations shall and must respect, 


This particular phase of the state regulation 
of railroad rates was first discussed in THE 
ConsTITUTION several weeks ago, and since, 
then it has attracted considerable attention 
in one way and another. The question is a 
new one, but it is both interesting and im- 
portant. here seems to be no doubt tha‘ the 
establishment of properly constituted state 
commissions will practically dispose of the. 
problem of federal control of railroads. The 
states may not regulate commerce between 
states, but, as in the case of Georgia and South 
Carolina, where they have railroad commiss- 
ions, the question of regulating inter-state 
commerce resolves itself into a mere matter 
of rate adjustments. In South Carolina the 
rates of the South Carolina  com- 
mission will apply ee car 
load of freight. When the car crosses the 
Georgia line, the rates of the Georgia com 
mission willapply. Ifthe rates of the two 
commissions are adjusted so as to fit each 
other, the problem is solved, simply and. nat- 
urally. That it is a proper solution, no 
thoughtful person candoubt. It is a solution 
that each state can reach for itself, simply by 
establishing a board of commissioners, com- 
posed of its ablest men. With a properly 
constituted board in each state, backed by a 
wise statue, there will be no more necessity 
for federal regulation of railroads than there 
will be for federal regulation of freight rates 
between Georgia and South Carolina: 


IRON AND STEEL IN THE SENATE. 

Parts of two days were spent in the senate 
in discussing the duty en iron ore. The ex- 
isting rate is 20 per cent. The tariff commit- 
tee and the senate finance committee recom- 
mended a duty of 50 centsa ton, which would 
averagesomething more than the duty of 
20 percent now existing. When the item 
was reached in the senate a long discussion 
took place. Mr. Bayard thought iron ore 
should be put on the free list; Mr. Brown 
thought the duty should be doubled, and Mr. 
Mahone thought it should be quadrupled. 
After propositions to make the duty two dol- 
larsaton, and one dollar a ton, had been 
voted down, Mr. Brown moved to make it 85 
cents a ton, which is the rate the pig-iron men 
at their last convention agreed upon ‘‘as rea- 
Sonable.”’ This was voted down—ayes, 15; 
noes, 34. Several other amendments were 
voted upon, and in the gnd the senate agreed 
to the duty in the reported bili, namely, fifty 
cents a ton. 

The next paragraph in the bill relates to pig 
and scrap iron, Mr. Shermanjmoved to make 
the duty $6.72 a ton, instead of $6. This prop- 
osition was voted down by 16 yeas to 37 nays. 
Mr. Brown voted ‘‘yes,”’ and Mr. Barrow “‘no,”’ 

Further on Mr. Brown secured a reduction of 
duty on steel ingots, blooms and slabs ; and 
when a vote was taken on Bessemer rails, Mr. 
Brown voted in favor of reducing the duty on 
steel rails to seven-tenths of a cent, instead of 
eight-tenths of a cent, as in_ the 
bill. Mr. Barrow did not vote on this prop- 
osition. It was carried by a vote of 25 yeas to 
2i nays, and Mr. ‘Vance is entitled to the 
credit of having struck the monopolists of the 
Bessemer ring a pretty heavy blow.

The replies to advertisements alone are a 
great source of postal revenue; but this is an 
insignificant item in the list of benefits which 
the newspapers have created or promoted in 
the way of correspondence. . And yet, while 
letter postage, goes lower and lower, the 
manufacturers of newspapers are saddied 
with burdensome postage bills, and patents, 
and duties on caustic and wood- 
pulp and other raw material almost without 
end. The great educators of the people, and 
the best friends and agents of postal revenue, 
are taxed in every way that a tax can readily 
be laid. The Canada publishers, usifg un- 
taxed paper, can send their publications in 
our mail bags without charge, but congress 
seems to think that American newspapers 
exist chiefly to be taxed. The Charleston 
Newsand Courier and Galveston News, think 
this injustice can be r@émoved if the news- 
papers, big and little, ‘‘will make the con- 
gressmen from their states comprehend that 
they ‘mean busineéms’ in asking for the free 
transportation of newspapers by mail.”

THE sheiff of Yallobusha county, Mibssis- 
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neers and train men who may happen to pass. He 
has been shot at twice, is run over several times 
nightly and has been struck on the head with 
bludgeon once. This kind of thing doesn’t disturb 
him, however, for he swallows the bullets without 
fear of indigestion and plays roley-poley with the 
heavy car-wheels as they are crushing and mangling 
his intangible body.

This was the signal for a genera: onslaught, 
and every evening since then phantoms have 
flitted across the lines and otherwise made them- 
selves felt In consequence a great many of the 
trains which leave the Callowhill street depot after 
dark are loaded with missiles and weapous for use 
against bogies wherever they may be found atlarge. 
Brakeman George Nelton,on the train which 


leaves Philadelphia ata quarter to eight in the 
evening, claims to have had a thrisling exreriencé 
with the ghost; itran away with hiscap. On New 
Year's night he was standing on the front platform 
of the firstcar togeta whiftof fresh air, wiih the 
train steaming thirty five miles an hour. Whe. 
within fifty Vards of the usual spot the headlight’'s 
rays piercing the darkness rested on what seemed 
to be ‘he figure of aman standing out in boid relief. 
Aithough it could not have been more than a few 
seconds before the train reachea it the time seemed 
profonged to minutes. Ne!son or seized the 
bell rope, pulled it violently, and in addition 
shrieked out to theengineerto pullup. Although 
he laid hold of the cord at once, he says that it was 
not until the apperiee was passed that the gong 
struck. Gradually the train neared the person, who 
seemed to be standing with one ef his hands shad- 
ing bis face and the other pointing to the throbbing 
engine, straining to mow him down. There was a 
sidden bl mkness, a cold blast of air which ca:ried 
off his hat, and Nelson did not know what ha 
ned tili the conductor opened the door and told 

im he would catch cold. He was certain that 
what he had se n was not flesh and blood. On the 
next night he armed himself with a large piece of 
iron, but the ghost wasa wily one and didn’t come. 
On the succeeding evening, however. he had a@ clean 
shot at it, and a passenger on the train, who had 
been told of the bogie, joined him and fired two 
barrels of a revolver in bis face, all without effect. 

Lhe mostinteresting experience, however, was 
reserved for Engineer Charles Welch, who has been 
mentioned as having heralded the ghost’s first ap- 
pearance this season. On last Saturday night he 
spied it, as usual, ahead, butit looked so different 
from what it did on the previous occasion that he 
thought it was a real individual and not an artificial 
one. In a few seconds, with great presence ef mind, 
he had the brakes down, the steam whistle blow- 
ing and the bell ringing. He shuddered percepti-
